l'\e been audited sev­ 
eral limes, hill none of my 
friends have been audit­ 
ed oner. Am I on a black 
list or something?

No. you are not. Com- 
putors screen all returns 
and identify those with cer­ 
tain characteristics for ex­ 
amination.

When your return, or the 
returns filed by your 
friends are processed, the 
computors are prepared to 
look for certain character- 
istics. There is no "black­ 
list" used by IRS to identi­ 
fy returns for examination.

Can I have my lax with­ 
holding reduced when I 
reach 65?
Yes. persons 65 and over 

may claim an additional ex­ 
emption for income tax 
withholding purposes To do

this fill out a new Form 
W-4. Employees Withhold­ 
ing Exemption Certificate, 
and give it to your employ­ 
er, lie will tell you when 
the change will go into ef­ 
fect.
